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COMMUNICATION 

This commxinication is to confirm a telephone conversation 
between Examiner Steadman and the iindersigned. The telephone 
conversation took place on 14 May 2003. Examiner Steadman indi- 
cated that there would be no need for EIKMANNS et al to file an 
amendment in the instant patent application which would include at 
least one of the claims to the polypeptide covered in U.S. Patent 
6,403,351 to be sure that the polypeptide wold be included in the 
same interference as the plynucleotide covered in U.S. Patent 
6,171,833. Examiner Steadman indicated that one interference could 
support coTints to both the new polynucleotide and the new polypep- 
tide expressed by the polynucleotide. 
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Thus there would be no need for EIKMANNS et al to file an 



amendment in the present application adding claims to the polypept- 
ides claimed in U.S. Patent 6,403,351.
